N difcourfing on the Folly and Adfur- 
dity of our Divifions, J came in my 
laft to a Sort of People, who in their 

abundant Prudence and yet greater Zeal a- 
gainft the Union, honeftly own they were 
fora War. 

We are paft the Fear of it now, Bleffed 
be GOD, but ’tis impoffible to look back on 
it without fome Concern, and being now 
difcourfing on the Folly of our Breaches, it 
comes naturally to {peak to it. 

I gave 5 Heads of things which would fol- 
low on a War,. and the laft I come now to, 
that in Cafe of a War, unlefs Scotland were 
conquer’d, fhe was undone , Yam fhowing the 
Folly and Abfurdity of a Breach between 
the Nations. Was ever any Folly like this? 
Did ever Nation begin a War on purpofe 
to be beaten? Would any Nation fight when 
they muft be conques’d or ruin’d ? Was ever 
Folly like this ? 


AS to making it out, I think there is no 
Difficulty at allin that, for the Confequence 
of things makes it plains the Propofers of 
this Blefled Medium for the Nations Happi- 
nefs we all know 3 who they are for, and, wha 
they ferve, is plain, and abating a few de- 
luded People, they all profefs’d it openly, 
that King F2mes, &e. and the reftoring his 
Race was the End they aim’d at, the Allies 
or Affiftants for this were always Popery and 
French Power—If thefe were not fubdu’d, 
where would Scotland be, what Miferies 
would attend the leaft Succefs in this Cafe, 
let any Man judge / 

If the Scots had the better in this Strife, 
who would be their Mafters, to whofe Go- 
vernment would thefe fubmit? Itis tooes 
vident, nething coald prote& them from 
French Power, but the Englifh Power ; and 
how is it, Gentlemen in Scotland, that yor 
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had rather be Ours by Conqueft, than 
Union? 

I am per{waded, they that cry out againft 
the Union in Scotland, I mean among thofe 
who really are not Facobites, very few have 
fuffer’d themfelves to confider thefe things, 
few have gone this Length in the Debate 
with themfelves. 

This fully manifefts the reafonable Part 
of the Subje&, I am upon; how abfurd and 
ridiculous it is for us to differ, {narle and 
quarrel among our felves, when nothing 
but this Union could have been our 
Safety on either Hand ; and when being 
made, the Contraét is pafs'd, the Match 
made, in its not being made our Ruin on all 
fides had appear’d 5 for a divided State 
was always inconliftent with the true Hap- 
pinefs of either Kingdom, in its being pre- 
ferv'd, contifts without doubt our Happis 
nefs——Befides, I lay it down as a Maxim, 
Ic moft be maintain’d now ’tis made, nei- 
ther fide can, by any thing but downright 
Violence, infringe it—. Where then is the 
Sence of our differing, who are and for e- 
ver, Vhope, fhall be united in Form ? To 
differ, is but tobind our felves to the Form, 
and rob our felves of the Effeét ; to be ob- 
liged by the Bond, and deprived of the 
Benefit. 

This is like two marry’d Perfons, who 
refolved to fhare all the Difficulties and all 
the il] Circumftances of a marry’d State, 
but to enjoy none of the Comforts of it 5 to 
partake of and be bound to the Troubles 
of that Life, without any of the Enjoy- 
ments.. How foolifh this is, let any one 
judge ! 

But here is one thing yet behind— Look 

to it, Gentlemen, on any fide that love 
to differ, that feek Contention, that are 
fond of Strife, and that will not preferve, 
much lefs promote the Blefled Harmony of 
Britain, which by the Union plainly prefents 
it felfto you! Look ye coir, I fay, and take 
it for your Labour, for all Meo are not 


alike foolifh ; the Union is made, the Happie 


-nefs is and will be general, it is and will be 
offer’d alike to all; but if ye will nocac- 
cept of your Share of it, if you refolve to 
keep Feuds alive, refolve to be difconten- 
ted, and be ever quarreling; if you will rob 


your felves of the Comfort of Peace, and 
the exceeding Benefit propos’d to you, be 
ic to your felves, two things will happen. 

1. Others, wifer than you, will esjuy their 
Share of ic without you 3 the Peace, the 
Profperity, the flourifhing Eftate of Britain 
isand fhall be fecured without you; and if 
you will not have your Share init, you muft 
let it alone. 

2. All your Gall and ill Nature, all your 
repining and _reproaching, all your in- 
triguing againft and maligning your Neigh- 
bours, fhall neither interrupt nor prevent 
it. 

In this, I hope, J have no need to fear 
being eReem’da falfe Prophet 5 I think, if 
any Man will look back upon the Treaty of 
Union, the Manner of its being carry’d on 
and contrived, the Conditions and its whole 
Frame and Contexture 5 it isno Prefump- 
tion to fay, it isthe moft indiffoluble Com- 
paétnow made upon Earths no Treaty of 
Peace, no Confederacy, no Union, that T 
have ever met with, ftands either upon 
like or equal Terms, and I believe, it ex. 
ceeds all che Treaties that ever were made 
upon Earth in thefe particular things. 

1. Jn its being out of the Power of either 
Party to intrench upon or infringe it. 

2. In its being fo equally the Intereft of 
either Party to maintain and fupport it. 

I could rua back to the Particulars of the 
Treaty to exemplifie thefe two Heads, but 
T hope tis needlefs ; it has often been affirm- 
ed, and I haye fo much infifted on it, that 
it would be needlefs to repeat ; there is no 
conffituted Power left now in the whole 
Adminiftration, that can contravene the 
Union, nothing can be done under Pretence 
of Law, nothing by ftraining or extending 
the Law: The Hawks and Harpyes of the 
Law, that ufed to plunder and deftroy Man- 
kind, that us’d to fuck the Blood, and rifle 
the Houfes of the innocent Subje&s ia both. 
Nations, under Pretence of Law, and by 
florid Speeeches and f{ne Turns of Speech, 
Infamous Rbetorick ! us’d to make conftru- 
étive Treafons and accumulative Crimes, 
which as the noble Lord Ruffe? well obferv’d 
in his laft Speech, was the worft Sort of 
Murther: Thefe, I fay, can have no Room 
tocarry on the Contrivances of arbitrary 
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to injure, infringe or invade the Union. 
The Union will be the Teft of all the 
Tranfations of this Nation; if a Law be 
propos’d in Parliament, ic wil) require no 
other Argument to crufh and fupprefs it in 
the very Beginning, than to fay itisagaint 
the Union ; if it interferes wich the Union, 
it cannot be a Law, ic cannot pafs into an 
AG, and if it fhould pafsinto an A&, the 
Union thall be pleaded in Bar of its Autho- 
rity, asa thing no Law can be good againft, 
becaufe it is in it felf fuperior to that very 
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of tyrannical Princes, or devouring Parties, 


Power, that now muft make our Laws; and 
no Powercan make Laws, which by their 
Conftitution they have no Authority to do, 

Itis on this Foundation that f take upon 
me toathrm, the Happinels of this Iflaad, 
fix’d on the Union Principle, may be ene 
vy'd, plotted againft, and attempted; it 
cannot be hurt. broken, diffolv’d or invaded 
by any of the Parties, who appear fo much 
againft it, but like the Stone in the Gofpel, 
whofoever falls upon it, foall be broken ta 
pieces, but on whomfoever it fhall fall, it foal 
grind them to Powder,

His laft Queftion is about the Affair in 
Flanders, and he muft know, whether the 
French will fightor no? And if they will, 
whether they (hall be beaten or no ? I with, I 
may be ferv'd in this, as J was in one Review 


laft Year on the fame Subject, viz. To give 
my Opinion at a diftance, that the French 
would not fight, and the News of the Battle 
came the very fame Day the Paper was 
printed ; happy Confutation ! So would I 
always be confuted: I gave my Opinion, 
that ‘the Fretch would not fight, becaufe k 
thoughcit was not their Intereft, nor their 
Bufinefs to fight,and I. am fatify’d,they have 
thought fo too many a time. 

Had any Man ask’d me my Opinion, whe-. 
ther the Duke of Orleance would have been 
fo beaten at. the Siege of Turin; I fhould 
have faid readily, it was impoffible and-not. 
to be expected—And the Reafon is plaio, 
no Man, that knows any thing of thefe Mat- 
ters, could be fo weak to imagine, that the 
French would ftay in theic Trenches to be 
attack’d, where they had: their Circumval- 
lations to guard, their different Camps to 
fecure, their Trenches and Batteries to dee 
fend, and confequently could not bring a- 
bove two thirds of their Army to aé&s it 
was impoffible, that any General, but che 
D. of Orleance, could be fo infatuated, and 
bad he rais’d his Camp two Days before, he 
had fent off and fav’d all his heavy Cannon, 
Ammunition and Baggage—He had had his 
united Force to have ftood his Ground a- 
gainft the Germans, and had he defeated 
them, the City muft have fallen of courfe , 
orif he thought not fit to engage, be had 
faved the Army, and prevented the ence 
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Gapital Stroke the Fretch Bmpire has felt, 
which has fhook its very Foundations, and 
with fuch Strokes, as no Empire but this 
ever ftood in this World. 

Upon thefe Reafuns, Gentlemen, and 
may the Confequence difappoint me with all 
my Heart——-But upon thefe Grounds I fay 
again, the French will nos fight in Flanders. 
When I fay, they will not fight, I muft be 
underftood with my own Explanations, as 
tullows. 

1, They won’t fight without manifeft 
Advantage; for we find every where, that 
really the French will fight, and that at an- 
other Rate, than ever French Armies in for- 
mer Times uled to fight. 

2. They won’c fighr, if they are in their 
Sences; for { muft always allow, there are 
Days of National as well as Perfonal Infa- 
tuation; and when Heaven determines the 
Downtal of a Kingdom, they fhall help to 
pull it down with their own Hands. 

3. Itis not their ‘fntereft co fight there, 
no, tho’ they were to have fome Advan- 
tages. 

If notwithftanding all this they are refo- 
lute to fighe, I fhall not think my Way of 
arguing at all difparaged,and am perfwaded, 
when ever they do tight there, I mean this 
Campaign, tho’ 2 Battle will confute the 
General of my Difcoarfe, the Confequence 
will confirm the Particulars; .of which 
hereafter.
